WASHINGTON, Jan. 7.—The financial 
bill, which has for some time been in 
preparation by leuding Republican mem- 
bers ‘of the Senate Committee on Fi- 
nance, was today printed and given to 
the public. 
The bill provides for an additional is- 
sue of bank circulation, which shall at 
no time exceed $250,000,000 on bonds 
other than those issued by the Govern- 
menf, including State and municipal 
bonds in approved cases. 
The Comptroller of the Currency is 
given discretion in the issuance of the 
proposed currency and is authorized to 
decide as to the time and the amount to 
be awarded to any banking institution. 
It is provided that the increased circula- 
tion shall in no wise exceed 75 per cent 
of the value of the bonds deposited. 
Aldrich Offers Bill. 
Senator Aldrich introduced the ‘bill in 
the Senate soon after that body con- 
vwened today. Following are the first 
three sections of the bill: 

That any national banking association 
which has circulating notes outstanding, s¢- 
cured by the deposit of United States bonds 
to an amount of not less than 50 per cent 
of its capital stock and which has. a surplus 
of not less than 20 per cent, may make ap- 
plication to the Comptroller of the Currency 
for authority to issue additional circulating 
notes, to be secured by the deposit of bonds 
other than bonds of the United States. 

The Comptroller of the Currency, [ff, in 
his judgment, businéss conditions démand 
such additional circulation and the condition 
of the association making the applicatidn 
warrants the issue, shall fix the amount. 











issued. Whenever after receiving notice of 
such approval and such association shal) 
deposit with the treasurer or any assistant 
treasurer of the United States such of the 
bonds described in section two of this act as 
shall be approved in character and amount 
by the Treasurer of the United States and

banking associations heretofore issued and se. 
cured by deposit of United States bonds, and 
subject to all the provisions of law affecting 
such notes: 

Comptroller Fixes Limit. 
Provided, that the amount of such addl- 
tional circulating notes, delivered at any 
time to any association shall not In any case 
exceed the limit fixed for such issue by 
the Comptroller of the Currency, and provid- 
ed further than the total amount, of cir- 
culating notes outstanding of any national 
banking association secured by the United 
States bonds or otherwise, shall not at any 
time exceed the amount of its unimpaired 
capital and surplus; and provided further.

To fight the alleged MNghting combine 
in St. Louis County, a petition for a 
franchise for an independent eompany 
has been filed in the Circuit Court at 
Clayten, te be known ‘as the Clayton 
FBilectric Co. R. H. Stevens, a Clayton 
attorney, says that a decree of incor- 
roration will be applied for within ten 
days and that the new company will 
be capitalized at $150,000.

Louis County Circuit Court, Ein- 
stein asked for a division of the county 
territory between the King Electric 
Co. and the Suburban Electric Light and 
Poaver Co., of both of which he is pres- 
ident. Nothing is said in the petition 
regarding the rate to be charged by the 
two companies, neither of which has a 
maximum rate clause in its franchise. 

The rates of the King company have 
been raised nearly 5) per cent tn the 
past four years.

The latest available reports of the 
Street Commissioner show that it cost 
the City of St. Louis $534,399.27 in 1906 to 
maintain and repair the streets. This 
was in the year that the maintenance 
guarantee was reduced from 10 and 
seven years to five years by the Board 
of Public Improvements. During the 
period covered by this report there were 
constructed 9.17 miles of asphalt streets 
and 2.40 miles of granite block streets, 
which are to be maintained for 10 years 
by the contractors; 15.64 miles of brick 
streets and 4.93 miles of bitulithic streets 
to be maintained seven years by the 


contractors. 


All asphalt, brick and  bitulithic 


| streets constructed since April, 1906, are 


city $26,173.14 to maintain and 


to be maintained but five years by the 
contractors. The Street Commissioner 
and the contractors themse'ves say it 
costs the city just as much for a street 
under the five-year guarantee as it did 
under the seven and ten years’ guaran- 
tee. 
Heavy Cost for Asphalt. 
The 1906 report does not show what it 


costs the city to maintain § asphalt 
streets, but the report for 1905 states 
that the city then maintained 17,696.84 
squares of asphalt streets at a cost of 
$29,796.86, of about $1.70a square. By cut- 
ting down the guarantee from ten to 
five years on asphalt paving the city 
aseumes an expense of $8.50 on every 100 
square feet of asphalt paving laid under 
the new specifications, which, under the 
old specifications, was borne by the con- 
tractor. 

The same report shows that it cost the 
repair 
67,822.26 squares of brick streets, or a lit- 
tle more than 59 cents a square. By the 
reduction of the guarantee on brick 
sireets from seven to five years, the 
Board of Public Improvements has as- 
sumed an expense of $1 a square on al! 
* avemerts constructed under the new 
specifications, which was borne by the 
contractor under the old specifications. 

The ajlditional cost to the city on the 
brick streets constructed since the speci- 
fications were changed, figured on the 
basis of the maintenance cost in 1905, 
would be $70,357.70, and $110,623.60 on the 
asphalt streets. 


Bitulithic Cost Heavy. 

There is no means of finding out what 
it will cost the city to maintain the 
bitulithic streets, as they are now all 
kept in repair by the contractor under 
the maintenance guarantee. They will 
cost cerainly as much, and probably 
more than the asphalt streets. 

There have been constructed 19,509.39 
squares of bitulithic pavement since the 
specifications were changed. Estimating 
that it would cost $3.50 a square to main- 
tain this pavement for two years, it wil! 
be +en that the city has assumed an 
expense of $67,282.55 on the bitulithie 
streets that would have fallen upon the 
contractor if the specifications had not 
been changed. 

By the reduction of the maintenance 
guarantees on the brick, bitulithic and 
asphalt streets, the city has contracted 


an obligation of $248,263.31, which other- 


wise Would have been borne by the con- 
tractors. 

By the admission of the Street De- 
partment and the contractors them- 
selves, the city has not derived 1 cent 
of benefit in corresponding reductions 
im the first cost of streets by virtue of 
this change in the specifications. 

As new streets are being constructed 
alj the time ‘under the five-years’ main- 
tenance guarantees, the expense of keep- 
ing them in repair will necessarily in- 
crease. If the ratio of increase in 
new streets continues as it has during 
the last two years. the taxpayers wi!! 
have to put up an addiional $125,000 
each year to maintain the streets, in 
addition to dhe already large appropria- 
tions made .or that purpose.

ranted favoritism. In reply to this 
statement, we say that it is not for us 
to defend the various Boards of Public 
Improvements during the past five vears. 
We take it that they need no defense to 
the people in this community. 


“Tn 1903 the city of St. Louis was mak- 
ing great preparations for the World's 
Fair, and there was a great demand for 
a large amount of paving. Brick and 
asphalt were the only pavements avail- 
able and the prices on these were high. 
A large number of property owners on 
West Pine boulevard petitioned for the 
bituminous macadam, or bitulithic, pave- 
ment, which was becoming popular in 
many cities. Several hearings were 
held, and the members of the Board 
of Public Improvements carefully in- 
vestigated the merits of the pavement 
and granted this petition. 


“The bituminous macadam, or bitu 
lithic, pavement was invented by Fred- 
erick J. Warren of Boston in 1901, and 
is, and was, an improvement on a sim- 
ilar form of pavement that has been 
laid for nearly forty years and ante- 
dates both brick and asphalt pave- 
ments, and some of these old pavements 
are still giving good service after more 
than thirty years of daily use. Their 
defects consisted in not having a method 
of making the mixture uniform, or the 
coal tar cement, from which they were 
made, of a uniform quality and consis 
tency. The invention of Mr. Warren 
remedied these defects. 


“The pavement was heartily approved 
by the leading engineers and engineer- 
ing magazines of the country. The 
pavement took the first and only premi- 
um for pavementa at the World's Fair, 
in competition with brick, asphalt and 
other pavements. The pavement has 
been laid in Boston, Chicago, Cleveland, 
Indianapolis, and in more than 14 
cities, and is being laid in increasing 
areas every year with the approval of 
the engineering profession and the pub- 
lic, and in no place at a less price than 
it is being laid in St. Louis. 


Is It an Experimenttf 
“Under these circumstances, we ask, 
is it a fair statement that the pavement 
was a new and untried experiment, tnat 
it is worthless; or is it a iair inference 
to assume that there was favoritism by 
the Board in recommending it 


“Second, it is charged that the speci- 
fications for these pavements, adopted 
by the beard, provides that ‘War- 
ren’s’ c“epte shall be used in the con- 
strustien ef the pavements and that 
other cements, equally as good, can be 
purchased by anyone on the open mar- 
ket, and that, therefore, by this arhi- 
trary action of the board, the property 
owners were deprived of the benefits of 
competition; that by reasen «1 these va- 
rious statements the compam in the 
last five years has paved streets *‘o the 
amount of $2,000,000, and that seme son- 
tractor, name not given, has said that, 
mee not been 





. were 


been laid for one-third less, and that, 
therefore, $800,000 had been extracted il- 
legally and illegitimately from the tax- 
payers of St. Louis. 

“In 1903, when the Board of Public 
Improvements sent the ordinance and 
specifications for West Pine to the Mu- 
nicipal Assembly for passage on the 
petition of the property owners, they 
adopted specifications which were prac- 
tically the same as those adopted by all 
other cities of the céuntry that had 
been laying and were laying that pave- 
ment. The asphalt trust had had a 
complete monapoly of all the smooth 
pavements in St. Louis and had been 
geting more than $2.50 per square yard 
from the people. 

“This trust brought a suit of injunc- 
tion, through W. H. Swift, against the 
city of St. Louis, before Judge Woods, 
to have the specifications and ordi- 
nance for the paving of West Pine d-e- 
clared vold, charging among. other 
things, practically all the things that the 
Post-Dispatch has recently been charg- 
ing, and, especially, the charge that by 
specifying ‘‘Warren’s’’ compositions, the 
land owners were deprived of competi- 
tion, and that the same materials could 
be purchased by anyone on the open 
market, ; 

‘Asphalt Trust’s Case. 

“A week was consumed in the trial of 
that case. The newspapers at the time 
full of it. The Asphalt Trust 
brought witnesses from all over the 
United States to prove the allegations. 
Practically all the charges now _ fre- 
vamped were there thrashed out before 
an impartial court, where witnesses 
faced each other and each side was rep- 
resented by counsel. Members of the 
Board of Public Improvements . were 
examined. Judge Woods rendered 4 
written opinion, which is easily ob- 
tained, in which every contention there 
made by the Asphalt Trust against the 
city and its officials and against the 
specifications were found untenable or 
wntrue, and the injunction was dissolved. 
The Asphalt Trust appealed that case 
to the Supreme Court, and that court, 
after a careful hearing and full exam- 
ination, sustained the decision of Judge 
Woods at every point. 

“Since that time similar cases have 
been brought by the Asphalt Trust in 
other states, making the same or sim- 
llar charges. Judge Byington of Iowa, 
Judge McMasters of Indiana and other 
judges in other states have passed upon 
the same allegations. Their decisions 
were along the same line as that of 
Judge Woods, holding that the specifica- 
tions were proper and valid, and ones 
that the board had a right to make, and 
that there Were no cements of the same 
qualities and character that could be 
purchased on the open market. 

“During the past five years this com- 
pany has received from the city of 8t. 
Louls for public work $1,750,000 in spe-

was for the pavement, including foun- 
dations. When it is considered that the 
ta bills are only worth 9% cents on the 
dollar it will be seen that the company 
has received altogether for all the pave- 
ments that it has ever laid under con- 
tract with the city of St. Louis, $1,273.,- 
477. This included the concrete founda- 
tion as well as the pavement proper. 


}The concrete foundation is the same for 


this pavement as for brick and asphalt, 
and at the ordinary prices bid in cases 
of brick and asphalt, as well as bitu- 
lithic, would amount in the neighbor- 
hood of $400,000. This would leave a total 
of $873,477 which the company has re- 
ceived for supplying all the materials, 
labor and, equipment and doing all the 
bitulithic work it has done under con- 
tract with thd city of 8t. Louis in the 
past five vears. 
Statement “Absurd.” 

“Another charge is that there 
$800,000 improper profits on this work 
caused by the favoritism of the board, 
or of the character of the specifications, 
or a sum nearly as great as all of the 
money that the company received for 
the work. This is so palpably absurd 
that no comment is necessary. Not 4 
single witness was produced at any 
of the trials, nor can one reputable con- 
tractor be found who would make 2 
statement that the pavement could be 
laid at one-third less, and we say, with- 
out fear of successful contradiction, that 
the pavement Cannot be laid, under pres- 
ent conditions, at present prices, at a 
fair profit. 

“The prices on 


was 


asphalt in St. Louis, 
after the introduction of the bitulithic 
pavement, were forced down more thap 
50 cents a yard and have remained that 
way ever since. If the bitulithic pave- 
ment is driven out of St. Louis, the citi- 
zens can readily Vhat would 
happen again. 

“The third charge is made that the 
substitution by the Board of Public Im- 
provements of limestone in the place of 
granite in the specifications, ans the 
reduction of the, maintenance guarantee 
from seven to five years wiihout reduc- 
tion of price, is evidence of something 
wrong. They say that the price of 
granite per ton was $3 and that of limc- 
stone was 90 cents. 

“The specifications do not provide spe- 
cifically for limestone, but provide for 
hard stone of a certain test recommend- 
ed by the United States Government, 
and certain kinds of high-grade lime- 
stone will fill this test, but the ordi- 
nary Iimestons in St. Louis will not. 

“The cost of crushed granite called 
for by the specifications, instead of be- 
ing $3 per ton, is $2 per ton, and of the 
limestone suited for the purpose, instead 
of 90 cents per ton, is $1.45 per ton. This 
is a comparatively small difference, but 
when it is considered that the use of 
limestone requires an increased amount 
of cement, the small difference in the 
cost of the stone is fully made up in 
the extra amount of cement used. En- 
gineers and experts in various: cities 
recommend the change from granite to 
limestone, or dolamite, as being of finer 
grain and less friable than the Missour! 
granite, and the change was in the line 
of bettering the pavement without a 
material change in the cost thereof. 

Reduction of Guarantee. 

“The reduction of the guarantee from 
seven years to five years was a matter 
with which this company had‘ nothing 
to do and the reduction applied to brick, 
asphalt and other pavements. Suffice it 
to say that the reduction is in the line 
of progress. European cities have abo)® 
ished their long-time gua’antees and r> 
duced them to very short time. usuall: 
a year and one-half. Nearly every en- 
gineering society in the United States 
has recommended the reduction of the 
maintenance guarantee contracts and 
most cities of the country have reduced 
them accordingly; and, in a large ma- 
jority of the cities, the maintenance? 
guarantee is five years or less. and 


surmise 


[many lawyers are of the opinion that 
the validity of a longer guarantee is 
seriously in doubt. There is no ques 
tion but what long-time guarantees in- 
crease the cost of the improvement to 
the abutting property owner when the 
law requires that cost of matntenance 
and repairs be paid out of a general 
fund. There is no pavement known that. 
under the rough usage of heavy traffic, 
will not need repairs. 

‘‘Another charge is made that by rea- 
son of the reduction of the period of 
guarantec and the change from granite 
to limestone, there has been no reduc- 
tion in the price of the pavement. 

“Since the time that these changes 
were made, prices of most materials 
and labor have increased from 2 to 100 
per cent, without a corresponding in- 
crease by the Poard of Public Improve- 
ments in the estimate for the cost of 
the pavements, so that a reduction by 
the contractor in his bid in this regard 
would not show under such conditions, 
when the estimate was so low that the 
contractor could not get. a reasonable 
price on the work under any conditions, 
case at present. 

The Cost, 

“Fourth, lit is charged that the pave- 
ment costs vastly more than any other 
pavement and that in a short span of 
months proved wholly worthless, so 
that miles of it had to be entirely resur- 
faced, which is simply and unqualifiedly 
untrue. ‘The cost of the pavement has 
been a few cents a yard in excess of 
brick and asphalt, in spite of the fact 
that the materials used in its construc- 
tion cost more; stone being used in place 
of sand and the equipment required be- 
ing heavier, while the price’of granite, 
creosoted hock and other forms of pave- 
ment has been, and is, much in excess 
of the cost of bitulithic. 

‘“‘As to the charge that it is ‘wholly 
worthiess,’ to those who will examine 
the 2% \miles of these pavemerts that 
are in very excellent condition today in 
the city of St. Louis, and inquire about 
the more than five hundred miles in va- 
rious cities all over the country that 
is in excellent cordition, no other an- 
swer igs necessary. 

‘“‘We submit that no inference can be 
drawn from the fact that one company 
has got the work, when it is remembered 
that it is the only company that has on 
hand the necessary equipment, which 
is costiy, to do the work with, and when 
it is further remembered that the prices 
have been so low that no incentive ex- 
isted for oather contractors to go into 
the business and spend the necessary 
money to erect suitable plants; but we 
submit that this is in the interest of 
the taxpayers and the public, instead of 
being against its interest. § 

“Now, looking at the  pfonosiiion 
broadly, over 140 cities in this country 
are laying the pbitulithic pavement, un- 
der practically the same specifications, 


in increasing areas vear after year. The 
pavement is meeting the approval of the 
engineer, or this would not nappen. This 
means that over 140 engineers and over 
140 sets of city officials, and that the 
people of more than 140 cities, have ap- 
proved, and are approving, the pave- 
ment.

“Not a <ailure.” 

“The price which the city of St. Louts 
is paying for this pavement, various 
conditions considered, is as low as the 
price obtained by any other city, and 
lower than that in most cities where it 
is laid. None of these cities report the 
pavement as a failure, nor does there 
come any statement that the pricy is 
excessive. Engineers in nearly every 
c'ty make an estimtae of the cost of th’ 
various pavements. In no instance has 
any engineer estimated the cost at any 
such price as would vield a profit on the 
yardage laid In St. Louis of one-fifth 
of that assumed has been made by the 
Post-Dispatch, and upon which it bases 
its inferences. 

“The city officals’ of St. Louis, from 
Mr. Varreiman through to Mr. Valliant 
and down to Mr. Travilla, have never 
estimated its cost so as to produce one- 





tenth of the profit that the Post-Dis- 
patch assumes as a proven fact, and 
4pon which it bases its editorial in- 
ferences. 

“We submit to any fair-minded citizen 
and taxpaver—can it be possible that all 
of.the people of those 14 cities, their 
engineers and public servants, could all 
wrong, and that the charges made 
ere true? tf those charges are true 
they are applicable to all of the cities, 
&@8 Well as to St. Louis. 

“Now, in ecnclus'cn, we ask the fair- 
minded people of St. Louls to consider 
these facts. All we ask is that the com- 


pany, or its business, or the investments 
that have been made here in St. Louls 
ty its owners, shall not be destroyed 
without a fair hearing and square deal.”

- It must shock the reader of the Marsteller re- 


part to learn that coal mining in the United 
States kills, relatively, nearly twice as many men 
as are killed in the mines of cruel Russia; that 
the United States kills nearly three times as many 
as Great Britain; nearly four times as many as 
Belgium and over four times as many as France. 
From the compilation of the Secretary of the 
Missouri State Bureau of Mines and Mining it 
appears that in 1906 in France the number of coal 
miners killed in eacn thousand averaged less than 
one, the percentage being .84; in Belguim .94; in 
Great Britain 1.29; in Russia 1.80; while in the 
United States the average was 3.40 to the thou- 
sand. In 1907 in this country the average leaped 
vastly higher, the close of the year witnessing a 
group of great fatalities, among the ghastliest in 
the history of the industry, while at this moment 
the wails of hundreds of widows and orphans at 
the smoking pit mouths echo throughout Chris- 
tjendom.

A small room should 
have a small pattern on the walls, or 
else have plain-colored paper. 
Engravings show better against a dull 
tone plain paper, preferably red, terra 
cotta, mustard or olive green. 

If the furniture covering and the car- 
pet both have large patterns over them, 
select a plain wallpaper, of a harmoniz-, 
ing shade.

Noted for Easy Style Which Revolution- 
ized Rowing Methods. 


Has Produced and 


—— 





The death of Edward Hanlan. at 
Toronto Saturday brings to mind the 
memorable career of the famous oars- 
man, the greatest America has pro- 
duced. ’ 

Hanlon's name was always one to 
conjure with in rowing. Born in the 
Queen City of the West, July 14, 1855, 
he early took to handling the sculls. 
Toronto Bay in those ‘days was the 
nursery of American aquatics. At 
the age of 18 he won his first cham- 
pionship race, and from that year un- 
til his retirement it was one succes- 
sion of victories. 

In the sultry days of August, 1876, 
there came into Philadelphia a dark- 
haired, rosy-cheeked youth as Cana- 
da’'s contribution to the Centennial 
regatta. This stripling, weighting 
but 147 pounds, a veritable bunch of 
muscles, Was Kdward Hanlan, who 
from that day made rowing history. 
He won three heats in as many days, 
in one rowing three miles with a turn 
over what was alway afterwards 
known as the national course in 21m. 
Ss. He was thus, before of age, her- 
alded as the champion sculler of the 
world. 

When he 
his laurels, 


returned to Toronto with 
the blue ribbon of the 
world’s rowing. a wonderful recep- 
tion awaited him. A mammoth pa- 
rade was held and the Mayor of the 
Canadian city, on behalf of the citl- 
zens, presented the young Canuck 
with a substantial purse, a house and 
lot and a life interest in The Island, 
a tract of land which forms Toronto 
Bay, separating the city from Lake 
Ontarlo. The island, which is nearly 
three miles long, was always known 
as Hantlon’s Island. Not content with 
showering these gifts on the world's 
champion, in subsequent years, when 
he had laid down his oars, he was 
further honored by being made an 
Alderman of the city. 

The great sculler died in the house 
on Beverly street which the citizens 
of Toronto had given him. Han- 
lan’s Island has developed into a 
great resort. Four-fifths of it was 
used by the rich folk of Canada for 
their summer homes, while the Royal 
Canadian Yacht Club has its anchor- 
age there and Wiman’'s famous swim- 
ming pool is close -by. The western 
end of the island is still used by Han- 
lan's brother John as a pleasure park 
and resort for the folk who seek di- 
version and recreation. 

While a great oarsman himself, Han- 
lan lacked that faculty of imparting 
his knowledge to others, which made 
his value as a coach of little conse- 
quence. 

One of the best examples of this short- 
coming ‘ was illustrated tn his own 
nephew, Eddie Durnan of Toronto. 
Durnan was superbly bullt for an oars- 
man, but somehow or other Hanlan 
could not impart to the youngster his 
knowledge of the art of getting a con- 
tinuous run on «ms shell, with the re- 
sult that when Durnan entered the pro- 
fegsional ranks he was easily beaten.

There it was discove 
that he was also the victim of an acut 
attack of inflammatory rheumatism.

The first of these moments was when 
Marta, in a Lopeiess monotone. told tho 
Story of her mendieznt childhood with 
a blind mother, whose hand, even in 
sicep, and later in death, was.held out 
in the fixed gesture of a beggar of 
"lms, and of how, from that poor con- 

ion, she fell into the power of the 
cruel Sebastian, master of the lew- 
lands, who bought her body and her 
foul, and forced her, unknowing and 
innocent, to the sin that Stained all her 
life, 

The second of these moments came 
when Marta, grown to love the shep- 
herd whom she had been compelled to 
Wed in order that Sebastian might re- 
coup his imperiled fortunes by marry- 
ing an heiress of the Catalans, tells’ 
brokenly of the strange, great pride 
that came to her when She heard the 
priest of her little lowlands parish pro- 
nounce her Manelich’s wife and Mane- 
lich her husband. 

““Mine,”” she says, na wonderful smile 
of the tenderest womanliness sudde “niy 
coming to her sad ips—‘‘My own, be- 
longing to me alone—ihe first thing | 
had ever had that I might love and 
call my own—and [I love Manelich—I 
fove Manelich!”
